aport of settl haystacks on fire. A column
and a hall of her adventures is spread before
the reader. We are assured that the “story pos-
sesses many astounding facts, of terrible fires,
attemptea  murder, destruction of property
generally, and how u largs scction of country
was kept for some time in continual excitement
because of the supposed invasion by a Rebel
cavalrymnn, commissioned especially to burn
prl\ra’u' property without distinetion of owner-
ship.”

illiam Evans Burton, familiagly known as
“Billy Burton,” so celebrated for his impersona-
tion of English eccentric characters, like that
of “Robert Tyke” in the School of kdhrm—-a
charaoter made still more famons and olusdle
by Lysander Thompaon, alko dead, and Charles
Walter Couldock, at whose renditions of the
repentant and reformed poacher we hiave seen
the dress ciroles in tears, and Judges of the
Supreme Court of Peansylvania arise, and,
with the dignity becoming their posivon, leave
the orchestrn box to conoeal their emotion,
But the scene this morming had none of that
tendernees and pathos, and we onlrv recull the
charpoter of “Tyke" Lecause of ita peculinr
provincinlism ot gccent, and that the performers
were his similitudes in Eoglieh life,

We had scurcely entered the cafe when two
churacters, entirily e genor:s, presented them-
selved at anotner door, They entered with a
slouching gnit mnd set of hat peouhiar to the
character, They were seedy in apparel, and
had the general” appeatance of “A Ticket-of-
Leave Man.,” We ul once detected thelr na-
tionality, Il?t)l'ua{!hl_'ll them with “From the
old country 7' with a proviocial Intonastion ol
volee, “Ye-es," Jooking up Inquiringly.
“Yorkshire "  “Na, Nottinghamseheer,” wvery
broud, “Brothers!® *Na; but born i’ ye same
town." He oarried a wallet under his overcout,
and had s bag suspendod nt his side, while the
other bad just set down a box, with s door i
itsliront nearthe top,” *'What are youat? “Why
don't ye know!—don't ye see wo are ral-
cathers 1" and with the word he drew o large
grey rat from bis bag by the tail, and swung ik
round and round, ending by lossing it again and
agaln in the alr, and cateling it with the ease
ol a Chinese juggler, the beast exhibiting a
shocking tamenes=s. “*And what I8 in that box "
“Ferrets—ihe gamest animal In the world, and
the livellest, How they hate a rat! Make up a
pursi, gentlemen, only filty cenls, just to pay
tor the rat,and ye shall see the gnmesomost fight

It wus done in an instant, Then takiog from

his pocket a liﬁhl piece of twine, he attached it

His companion here drew from the box o beau.

nes#, lithe and sinewy, but scarcely a third
larger than the rat he was about to enconnter,
The rat was set on the ground, and the ferret
displayed to bim, The terror of the rat was
extreme, and he gave uttersnce to acry, Like
o snake the ferret sprang on him, and the battle
began, The rat was only a dark spor in the
arms of his enemy, who had seized him some-
where about the neck.
The rats tbught feroclously, but in vain, It
was the embrace ol death. Agalu and ugain
did the exhlbitor lift the writhing and strug-
gling forme in air, holding the rat suspended by
the tail, the ferret still holding on nntil the last
drop ot blood left the body. This scene was
three times repented, two additional rats oseap-
ing from his hand, being killed by his terriers
who accompanied him, Bome idea of the value
of the ferret in exterminating the vat, may
be formed from the faet that he, with his
five ferrets, destroyed no less than 18,070 |ust
yenr alove.

It appears that the Penian ex-
chequer is at a fearfully low ebb, nod as it @
gquite impossible to dispose of any bonds ut
the present juncture of affairs, and as the cur-
rent expenses of the institution must be paid by
money obtmned from sowe source or other,
this plan has been devised as the only one
which will ennble the leaders to retain their
comfortable quarters, in which they idle away
their time av the expenge ot their duped fol-
lowers, Two thousand stand of arms have
been offered for sale, principally muskets and
Springtield rifles, all réady for immediate use,
We would ndvise the Fenians of this city lo
have 2 sharp luokout on these proceedings, and
to tike wood care that none of the arms that
may now be io thelr possession find thelr way
to New York to share a gsiimlar fate.

Dearar oF A WELLKNOWN GENTLE-
Max.—B, I, Huncock, FEsg., father of Generul
Wintield 8. Hancock, died at an early hour ths
morning, at his residence at Norristown, Mont-
gomery county. Mr. Huocock was a well
known gentleman, and universally respected,
He was born in one of the upper townships of
Montegomery county, I the year 1800, where he
studied the profession of Inw, and was admittied
to the bur, He was somewhat of a politician,
and at one time wag actively identified with the
old Whig party. After the assassinution of Pre.
sident Lincoln he was appointed Collector of
Internal Revenue for the Sixth Distriot, which
office he held at the time of his death. He
leaves 6 numerous cirele of sorrowing friends,
General Hancock, who has been in communid
of one of the Western Depurtments, avrived
home gome two or three days since, and is now
ut Norristown.

The discase of which Mr, Haveork died was
congestion ol the bowels, He was sick some
five weeks,
